McGeer; he has made a convert in a most un- 
expected quarter. 

“Great riches and great poverty cannot live 


side by side in the same community,” and 
things will be righted when “wé begin to 
translate a few of our pious protestations into 
actual practices”; this from Mr. Bennett, if you 
please. At a rough calculation The Bullétin 
has said the same thing fivé hundréd times in 
the last five years, but this is the first time 
there has been en approving word from Mr.

Friday the Thirteenth! 

This is the day originally set by ex-Premier 
Reid and his ministers for handing over the 
reins of office. A run on the provincial savings 
certificates and a bankrupt treasury soon cured 
them of that intention. As a result of that scare, 
we have had the benefits of

The “Saskatchewan Liberal” in its innocence 
points admiringly to Premier Reid, approving 
his course in resigning 48 hours after defeat. 
It contrasts the Reid decision against the action 
of the Conservative administration in Saskatch- 
éwan in clinging to oftice for a whole month 
after defeat. It prints the expense vouchers of 
éx-Premier Anderson and several of his brother 
ministers for that period. 

Apparently the Saskatchewan ministers 
were all very busy during their last month in 
office. Premier Anderson spent most of the 
month in motoring through Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba charging the province for gas and oil, 
auto repairs and a per diem allowance—in addi- 
tion to his $625 a month salary as Premier—of 
$8 a day when motoring through Saskatchewan 
and $15 a day when motoring in Manitoba. The 
last few days he spent in attending a convention 
at Vancouver of a religio-politico society to 
which he belongs. For that he charged the 
people of Saskatchewan $15 a day, plus $64.90 
for a compartment on the train each way. 

Our ex-cabinet really showed great self- 
sacrifice in deciding to resign so promptly, when 
they might have lingered on for another month, 
spending the time visiting friends, sight-seeing 
and running up expense accounts. 


All of us who are impatiently awaiting the 
day when we shall get our $75 a month basic 
dividend for doing nothing, will hope for Pre- 
mier Aberhart a more sympathetic hearing from 
Sir Herbert Holt, Sir John Aird, Sir Charles 
Gordon and the other bank presidents, than he 
seems to have got from Premier Bennett. Being 
bankers, they will have a better appreciation of 
the principles involved in the trick of getting 
$75 a month apiece for life for everybody, for 
doing nothing, by the correct manipulation of a 
fountain pen 

A story was around town early in the week, 
supposed to emanate from Conservative circles, 
that it had been arranged in advance for Pre- 
mier Aberhart to get not less than $10,000,000 
from the Dominion treasury on consideration 
that Mr. Bennett would not be opposed by a 
Social Credit candidate in West Calgary 

Scoffers like myself were shown the Monday 
announcement from the provincial government 
that the Social Credit party would not oppose 
Premier Bennett in West Calgary, as if that 
were proof of the story 

Now we know that $2,250,000 is the limit of 
Mr. Bennett's largesse. This won't give Premier 
Aberhart a chance to prove the truth of his 
“velocity of circulation” theory, for it is all 
ear-marked for specifie purposes. Otherwise he 
could see if it would get back in the treasury 
at the end of 30 days. 


Four different readers who hope greatly that 
Premier Aberhart will be able to fulfil his 
promise to give each of us $75 or $25 a month 
for doing nothing, write reproving me for mak- 
ing references to the promise of basic dividends. 
Two of them go so far as to accuse me of un- 
sporting conduct in referring to the pledges, 
and say I only do so because I am a defeated 
candidate and can't “take it.” 

Their reasoning I cannot follow. As a stu- 
dent of Douglas Socia] Credit, I couldn't under- 
stand how it would be possible to pay the divi- 
dends out of taxation without taxing people 
for more than the amount to be given them as 
dividends. To the best of my ability, and at 
some political sacrifice, I tried to show the pre- 
sumed defect in its logic. I didn't succeed. 

Now I am confronted by two choices. I can 
either obstinately refuse to concede the Social 
Creditors any claim to honesty or intelligence, 
or I can assume that they are cleverer than I, 
and will by means and methods I cannot com- 
prehend, make good their pledge to pay us all 
basic dividends for doing nothing. I have chosen 
the second course. I still can’t understand how 
it can be done. But the voice of the people 
being the voice of God—if there’s any truth in 
the Latin maxim—I'm assuming that the Social 
Creditors are both intelligent and honest and 
will make an honest effort to pay the basic divi- 
dends. If they can pay monthly dividends, all 
will be forgiven. And why should any Social 
Creditor quarrel with me because I’m now look- 
ing forward to getting the promised dividend? 


John Maynard Keynes, well-known econom- 
ist, has something in the Economic Journal, 
about the appearance of Major Douglas before 
the New Zealand Committee on Financial Re- 
form. He says: 

“With the Major himself the committee had 
great fun, the proceedings at times becoming 
almost hilarious. ... Major Douglas devoted 
most of his evidence to a new scheme specially 
designed for New Zealand, by which a propor- 
tion of the reserves of the banks was to be 
credited to customers with overdrafts on a pro 
rata basis of the average overdraft during the 
last three years, the shareholders in the banks 
being compensated by the State for any injury 
they might thereby suffer, together with some- 
thing obscure but analogous in the case of the 
insurance companies, 

“The majority of the committee summed up 
severely: ‘The Douglas Social Credit proposals 
are perhaps idealistic in intention, but certainly 
detrimental and retrogressive, if ever the appli- 
cation of them were admitted. The express and

MONDAY — Breakfast: 

Real wholewheat bread and 
peanut butter; stewed figs. 
Lunch: Avocado salad; cooks 
ed beet tops. Dinner: Broiled 
steak with mushrooms; baked 
ground beets; salad of sliced 
cucumbers; apple whip. 

TUESDAY — Breakfast: 

*Baked eggs; Melba toast; 
stewed peaches. Lunch: Orange souffle; glass 
of milk. Dinner: Baked mutton; buttered vege- 
tables consisting of beets, carrots, turnips and 
peas, cooked separately and served diced to- 
gether seasoned with butter; salad of raw 
spinach; baked pear. 

WEDNESDAY—Breakfast: Cottage cheese; 
pineapple (fresh or canned). Lunch: Carrot 
loaf (grated carrots mixed with chopped celery 
and baked); spinach; milk. Dinner: Vegetable 
soup; salisbury steak; cooked lettuce; cooked 
celery; cauliflower salad; Jello. 

THURSDAY—Breakfast: Orange juice thirty 
minutes before breakfast; poached egg on Melba 
toast; crisp bacon; stewed figs. Lunch: Potato 
soup; cooked string beans; celery and ripe 
olives. Dinner: Roast beef; cooked spinach; 
baked eggplant; turnip cup salad; baked apple. 

FRIDAY=Breakfast: **French omelet; Mel- 
ba toast; applesauce. Lunch: Ten or twelve 
dates; pint of buttermilk. Dinner: Minced fish 
in cucumber jelly; diced beets; squash; salad 
of lettuce and cucumbers; stewed apricots. 

SATURDAY—Breakfast: Oatmeal with milk 
or cream. Lunch: Baked sweet potatoes; cooked 
celery; string bean salad. Dinner: Stuffed and 
rolled round steak (use diced carrots, celery, 
parsley and Melba Toast crumbs as stuffing, and 
bake one hour); salad of raw chopped cabbage 
and parsley; prune whip. 

"BAKED EGGS—Butter individual baking 
dishes and break an egg in each. Covér with 
a tablespoonful of cream and add a pinch of 
chopped parsley and a little salt. Bake in a hot 
oven till well puffed, then serve at once. 

**FRENCH OMELET—To two ounces of 
milk add one egg. Put into a dry frying pan 
over a slow fire and beat the milk and egg 
together. Stir and beat constantly so that it 
doesn’t stick to the pan, and continue this until 
the mixture assumes a jelly-like consistency. 
Do not fail to keep on stirring the mixture even 
after it has been taken from the fire, as the fry- 
ing pan will retain a good deal of heat which 
will continue to cook the egg. Serve in sauce 
dishes or egg cups. You will find that one egg 
prepared with two ounces of milk in this way 
will serve one person and exactly fill the large 
end of an egg cup. Additional healthful meth- 
ods of cooking eggs can be obtained by sending 
me a large, self-addressed, stamped envelope 
and ten cents, with your request for the article 
called “Best Ways of Preparing Eggs.”

When a dis- 
turbance of digestion is noted after the meal, 
the cucumbers are immediately blamed, when 
the vinegar or the onion is the real offender. 
Use cucumbers quartered or sliced, without 
adding salt or oil, and you will quickly decide 
that there is nothing “poisonous” about the 
cucumber. Due to the large amount of water 
contained in it, the cucumber is a cooling food 
and therefore should be enjoyed freely during 
hot weather.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 

This date is one that will never 
fade so long as Britons live, for 
was it not on this date in 1759 
that James Wolfe died on the 
field of Abraham and thus by the 
conquest of Quebec added the 
greatest jewel to the diadém of 
Britain? A vast amount of ma- 
terial has been gathered around 
the personality of Jame# Wolfe, 
one of the most interesting being 
“Wolfiana,” a collection of facts 
and fancies concerning our great 
military hero, compiled by Dr. J. 
C. Webster, of Shediac, N.B. One 
of the most interesting of the facts 
deals with Wolfe's message to his 
troops written in the cabin of 
H.M.S. Sutherland the night be- 
fore the battle of Quebec: 

“A vigorous blow struck by the 
army at this juncture may deter- 
mine the fate of Canada. ... The 
officers and men will remember 
what their country expects.” 

Forty-six years later, at the 
Battle of Trafalgar, Horatio Nel- 
son paraphrased Wolfe's words 
with his last signei “England ex- 
pects that every man will do his 
dtity.” What a strange thing

One little known story about 
the death of Wolfe is told by Dr, 
Webster. It is that a sergeant 
who had been reproved by Wolfe 
for some military offence became 
enraged and deserted to the 
French and in the battle was in 
the left wing of the French army 
opposite Wolfe. He claimed that 
he had shot Wolfe. After the 
battle of Quebec all deserters 
from the British were removed 
by ‘the French to Crown Point.

version told by Sir William Mur- 


ray, who wrote that “the account 
was had from a gentleman who 
heard the tonfession.” It may be 
true; but it is doubtful; for it is 
unlikely that any French captain 
would place a deserter from the 
British in the front rank of his 
firing line. It is better to believe 
that James Wolfe died from an 
enemy's bullet rather than from 
one fired by a traitor. 


Canada’s Last Great West! 


By_Arthur P, Wooilacott, F.R.G.S., in Canadian Finance, Winnipeg 


The Peace River country has 
been a centre of interest to the 
Canadian public for a generation. 
That last agricultural frontier has 
always had something to the 
glamour of a promised land. To- 
day there are 65,000 people there, 
prospering in a way that speaks 
well for the potentialities of the 
country. 

The expressed belief of the late 
Sir Henry Thornton that the dis- 
trict would eventually double 
Canada’s wheat crop, and Presi- 
dent Beatty’s grant of a trip 
around the world at the expense 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
to Herman Trelle, Canada's 
“Wheat King” of Wembley, in the 
centre of the northern grain belt, 
aroused further curiosity about a 
region capable of producing the 
highest quality of cereals on the 
North American continent. 

This district, which contains 
one hundred million acres fit for 
the economic uses of mankind, is 
on the threshold of a develop- 
ment as remarkable as that in- 
augurated by the building of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway across 
the southern prairie section fifty 


years ago. 
There are, roughly speaking, 
120,000,000 acres in the area, 


known as the Peace River coun- 


try to the public, or as the Al- 
berta Plateau to geographers, It 
is covered in the main by poplar 
groves, with some spruce forests 
scattered here and ther. There 
are probably 20,000,000 acres of 
prairie or semi-prairie lands upon 
which the settler may use the 
plough the first year. These grass~ 
covered, treeless plains occur at 
twelve different points and each 
One supports thriving agricultural 
communities. There are something 
like 50,000,000 acres lightly cov- 
ered with poplar, which would be 
just as productive shen cleared, | 
and the clearing of such brush 
and poplar lands is a far easier 
operation and much less expen- 
sive than land clearing in New 
Brunswick, Ontario and British 
Columbia. The remaining fifty 
million acres, after deducting a 
considerable proportion for mus- 
keg, water, and forest reserves, 
may be classed as grazing lands. 
There is, therefore, close on to 


100,000,000 acres between the 
Rockies and Slave River, and Ed- 
monton and the Mackenzie, that 
can be used to produce crops and | 
livestock. A railway runs into | 
the heart of the region and river 
steamboats distribute freight and 
Passengers over 600 miles of ter- 
ritory from May to September.
